moleſtation ; and that they be not hereat- 
ter for any cauſe or occaſion whatſoeuer 
yatuſtly vexed contrarie to the Lawes and 
Cuſtomes of the place vnto which they 
ſhall reſort, or where they ſhall abide: and 
the Magiſtrates and Officers on either part 
ſhall be enioined to ſee that all the precuſ- 
ſes be duly obſerued and executed, as cue- 
ric one of them (where the contrary (hall

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be ſuffered)-will anſwer in his owne pro- 
per name , and as a priuate perſon, to the 
partie gricued, his expeules, damages and

It is likewiſe agreed and accorded, 
That all Cuſtomes , Taxesy'and Impoſitt- 
ons which now 4n either: Kingdomes are 
raiſed, to the vie of the Kings , by their 
Cuſtomers, Farmers, and Deputies (as the 
conditions” of affaires at this time requi- 
reth) ſhalbe continued proutfionally ynull 
the ſame may be either aboliſhed or mo- 
derated ; which both the ſaid Princes wall 
ſeriouſly endeuour to efteR, asrheir eſtates 
{hall permit. And to the end that in the 
meane time the ſaid Taxes,Cuſtomes, and 
hnpohtons may on both parts bee better 
knowen, as alſo that it may appeare , what

viewed , may bee cancelled, and made 
void, it they haue not beene made orderlic * 
and ypon tuſtcauſes ; and thatin the meane
